PRAISES LABOR’S PART 
Archbishop of York Talks of Co- 
operation of Britain With 
Unions and Capital. 


~The Most Rev. Cosmo Gordon 

Lang, Archbishop of York and Bri- 
mate of England, speaking before 
an audience which crowded the Ho- 
tel Statler dining room at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce luncheon today, 
twitted his hearers about the import- 
ance which they seemed to attach to 
the titles of English visitors, and 
brought prolonged applause by his 
declaration that the present unity 
between the United States and En- 
gland must never be broken. 

He spoke of the energy, shrewd- 
ness and business power of Ameri- 
cans asa factor which would win the 
war. He then addressed himself par- 
ticularly .to business men. In his 
speech at a public meeting at the 
Odeon tonight, he expects to talk of 
the part that labor is taking in Great 
Britain, in the war. Representatives 
of union labor have been invited to 
sit on the stage at the Odeon. 

The Archbishop, in an interview 
whti a Post-Dispatch reported at 
Bishop Tuttle’s home, 74 Vandeventer 
place, soon after his arrival this 
morning, praised the achievements of 


organized labor in war work in Great 
Britain. He indicated that he would 


talk of the same matter tonight. He 
will remain in St. Louis until tomor- 
ro wnight. 

Labor’s War Work Praised. 

“We could not have done what we 
have done in the war,” ‘said the 
Archbishop. speaking of his own 
country, “but for the co-operation 
of labor. When I say labor, I 
mean organized labor. 

“Labor is more closely organized 
with us than with you, and it has 
probably a greater political influ- 
ence, as is shown by its strength ia 
Parliament. 

“The co-operation of the Govern- 
ment with labor has been made pos- 
‘sible by the labor organizations. The 
Government, and employers, can dea! 
with the representatives of labor 
quickly and efficiently through the 
organizations. . Difficulties have oc- 
curred in some cases, when the or- 
ganizations have broken down, be- 
cause of internal disputes, but or- 
ganized labor has done what could 
not have been done if it were un- 
organized. 


Result of Co-operation. 

“Our immense output of munitions 
ig the result of the co-operation of 
Capital, Labor and the Government. 

“The loyal spirit of labor was 
shown early in the war in the volun- 
tary enlistment of a great-mass of 
laboring men among the 5,000,000 
who went into the service of the na- 
tion without compulsion.

The Archbishop of York has ec- 
clesiastical jurisdiction over the 
North of England. York Cathedral, 
or Minster, is one of the most noted 
Gothic structures in the world, and 
the city, which is the ancient Ebora- 
cum of the Romans, and which gave 
its name to America’s largest city. 
has been visited by great numbers 
of American tourists. The present 
Archbishop is the eighty-ninth in 
order of succession, one of his noted 
predecessors having been Cardinal 
Wolsey. 

Dr. Lang is a Scotchman, and is 
the son of a Presbyterian clergyman 
who was moderator of the Presby- 
terilan Assembly of Scotland. He 
was educated at Glasgow University 
and at Oxford, where he became a 
member. of the Church of England. 


Active in War Work. 

Dr, Lang, rather early, was made 
Bishop of Stepney, which, ig a suf- 
fragan bishropic to London find in- 
volves especially preaching at St. 
Paul's Cathedral. In 1907 he was 
made Archbishop. of York. His 
maiden speech in the House of 
Lords was in support of the plan to 
deprive that house of its veto power 
on legislation—the so-called Parlia- 
ment bill. This speech established

A close analysis of the causes and 
ramifications of Germany’s coa] trou- 
bles is peculiarly worth while, not 
only because coal is the indispens- 
ible fundament and base of the proud 
pyramid of the Hindenburg program, 
but also because it affords an illumi- 
natihg insight into many elements of 
Germany’s strength and weakness, 
and more particularly affords strik- 
ing proof of the very general all- 
round progressive running-down of 
things in Germany—the physical de- 
terioration of human material and of 
plant. 

Women and Children in the Mines. 

During the early months of the 
war, Germany's coal production 
dropped sharply, due to the fact that 


the majority of the husky miners had | 
been called to the colors. When the) 
war did not terminate speedily, as 
hoped, women and children were put 
to work in the mines, for the first 
time in the history of Germany’s min- 
ing industry, and all available. for- 
eign labor was drawn upon, so that 
from the spring of 1915 Germany’s 
coal production began to _ increase 
again, slightly but steadily. The 
partial release of miners from the 
front by the Highest Leadership fur- 
ther accelerated ‘production, but 


though throughout 1916 the coal pro- 
duction was at a very iow ebb as 
compared with the peace-time pro- 
duction, there was no talk of any 
shortage until the winter of that 
year. 

The Hindenburg program, which 
called for doubling Germany's pro- 
ducion of guns and ammunition 
within six months, was inaugurated 
in the fall of 1916, and a serious coal 
shortage was its first result percepti- 
ble to the public. The mines were 
overwhelmed, swamped; the orders 
for coal for immediate and near fu- 
ture delivery were nearly doubled. 
War material plants already in op- 
eration doubled their coal require- 
ménts by spring; new ammunition 
and war material factories sprang up 


like mushrooms throughout Ger- 
many.

Because of the continued transpor- 
tation troubles the overtaxed rail- 
roads and waterways and the im- 
perativeness of the daily demand of 
the war industries, it has been im- 
possible to replenish and maintain 
the normal coal reserves for indus- 
trial, business and private consump- 
tion, despite heroic measures to in- 
crease production at the mines and 
bring order out of the transportation 
chaos. Nor did the creation of a 
new office. the installation of an 'm- 
perial Coal Commissioner in the sum- 
mer of 1917, help materially, excerpt 
to swell the fat volume of already 
extant war ordinances and ‘regula- 
tions and provide an official scanpe- 
goat.

The Coal Kartel saddle# all the/ 
blame for the unpopular coal short- 
age on the railroads, for by strain- 
ing every nerve and sinew Germany's 
coal production has virtually been 
brought to the old peace time record 
again. More miners are today work- 
ing in Germany’s mines than in 
peace time. The miners who could 
possibly be spared have been 
combed out of the fronts and sent 
back to their jobs; prisoners have 
been drafted into the mines; the 
women and children have, after 
nearly three years, gained in efficien- 
cy. And yet, though many more 
persons are engaged in the coal 
mines the production of anthracite 
has hardly reached the pre-war fig- 
ures, the production of bituminous 
coal only very slightly beating the 
peace output. 

Strikes do not explain the evident 
decrease in coal production, which is 
a decrease in the output of the indi- 
vidual miner as compared with his 
peace time efficiency, though they 
afford a cue to the trouble. Coal 
strikes, so far, have been of short 
duration, mere knocking off work for 
a few days; and according to official 
explanations less than 10 per cent of | 
the miners were involved.

“We regard the right of peoples 
to self-determination as a point of 
honor and a criterion for the honest 
policy of Germany before the world.” 

Socialist Denounces Treaty. 

Dr. Edouard David, majority So- 
cialist, denounced the Brest-Litovsk 
peace as not a peace by understand- 
ing but an unvarnished peace by 
force, adding: 

“Not only did the Bolsheviki capit- 
ulate, but our diplomatist capitulat- 
ed to the militarist ideas of might. 
Gen. Hoffmann cast the victorious 
sword into the scale. 

“This peace has evoked dissatis- 
faction arnong the widest circles in 
the German nation and has shaken 
the confidence in the honesty of the 
German policy. Reference to Brest- 
Litovsk represses all peace feeling in 
France and Great Britain. The En- 
tente already is at work again weld- 
ing together the broken ring in the 
East.

Gov. Whitman’s warning to the New York 
Legislature not to submit the question of ratify- 
ing the prohibition amendment to a vote of the

It is true that the Federal Constitution requires 
ratification by the Legislature and not by popular 
vote. It may also be true that another Legisla- 
ture would refuse to be bound by the results of 
such a plebiscite. But the framers of the Con- 
| stitution never intended to thwart the popular 
will by artificial restrictions and this is a fact 
that must be taken into consideration. 

On the contrary, they supposed that Legisla- 
tures would afford the quickest and,best means of 
discovering the popular will. Because of the 
great extent of the country and the inadequate 
methods of communication at the time the Con- 
stitution was framed, initiative and referendum 
laws were considered entirely impracticable. In 
days when it required months to get an important 
question fairly before the country, such laws 
would have been so unwieldy as to bring all leg- 
islation into chaos. The only thing that could be

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BOMBING AMERICAN CITIES. 

Dr. Talcott Williams’ warning, in an address 
at Chicago, that “it may not be long before Ger- 
man airplanes and Zeppelines will be flying over 
Chicago schools, dropping bombs,” is interesting, 
especially in view of the fact that, as he says, two 
large New York corporations have taken out $8, 
000,000 worth of bombardment insurance.” 

In the summer just before the war Lieut. John 
Cyril Porte, stimulated by the Northcliffe prize 
offer of $50,000, was preparing to cross the At- 
lantic from this side, in the giant hydroplane, 
“America.” This plane measured 76 feet from 
wing tip to wing tip, with a length of 34 feet.

when it was “Jewish.” The Jewish appli- 
cant. was born in America. He rightly con- 
siders his nationality American, and 
wrohgly supposes that Jewish would be 
his “race.” He asks that someone should 


explain.

A nation is a people united politically 
under one Government, whose laws and 
whose support is voluntarily accepted and 
assumed. Such a nation may consist of 
different racial and religious groups, as 
in the United States, but united in civic 
understanding. The nationality of the 
Jewish applicant born in America is 
American. He is an American of Jewish 
faith and the prospective employer was 
ignorant or prejidiced if he could not, or 


would not, see it so. The applicant is in 
error however, in assuming that he be- 
longs to a “Jewish race.” There is no 
“Jewish race.” 

A race is a particular division of man- 
kind differing from other human species 
‘by color of skin, form of hair and shape of 
skull and other physical characteristics. 
We are taught that the five races of man- 
kind are Caucasian, Indian, Ethiopian, Ma- 
lay and Mongolian. 

There is no “Jewish” race. 
are of the Caucasian race. 

Dr. A. L. Koerber, Professor of An- 
thropology of the University of California, 
has just effectually proven that there is 
no “Jewish race.” He declares’ that 
throughout the civilized world the Jew in 
his body is essentially the same with the 
non-Jew of the same country.

In America the Jew can assert his 
rights. His rights are peer with those of 
any citizen of any other faith. In America 
the Jew can play his part of patriotic with- 
out restraint.

He has been get- 
ting’ tt most generously, because he serves 
so readily. The most recent instance is 
the selection by President Wilson of Ber- 
nard Baruch, as chairman of the War 
Board, an office next in power to that 
of the President himself. In America the 
Jew can be, not only loyal citizen but Jew 
as well, and be respected, as a Jew, if he 
lives truly up to Judaism’s high demands 
of honor and morality.

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INCENDIARY FIRES DURING 1917. 

Some unexpected as well as expected results at- 
tended an inquiry into supposed incendiary fires 
from April 6 to Dec. 31, 1917, made under the 
auspices of the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers. 

As the basis of its inquiry it took the case of 
i> fires in which the circumstances seemed most 
suspiejous and the reported loss greatest. Of this 
number but four were found to be of unmis- 
takably incendiary origin: The facts in six others 
caused them to be classified as probably also in- 
cendiary, though the finding was not positive. 
These 10 fires were those at the Beimont race- 
track, the Caruthersville cotton seed mill, saw- 
mills at Kirbyville, Tenn., and Hume, Cal; a 
chemical works in Boston, grain clevators at 
Lenmon, 8. D., and Blackwell, Ok.: 
at Kansas City, Kan.; a wholesale grocery srt 
Brownsville, Tex., and certain hay and fced stocks 
at Cincinnati. Such great fires as those at the

None of the three last- 
named could see how Mr. Wilson could square his 
words with the acts of his country, either at this time 
or in time past. Venizelos thought the United States 
had a chance to make the world safe for democracy 
a hundred years ago, when Greece was struggling for 
its independence from the Turks and this country 
stayed ont of the alliance for her relief upon the 
ground that Europe did not concern us. He thought 
the Monroe Doctrine, which has for so long confined 
our political influence to our own hemisphere, respon- 
sible for the war. This Dominican revolutionary com- 
plained of our interference with the right of the 
people on that island to govern themselves, and con- 
trasted the recent activities of our marines down there 
to the President’s words. The Kaiser feigned amaze 
at all this, and asserted that in the seizure of Porto 
Rico, the interference with absolute self-government 
in Cuba, Hayti and Santo Domingo, the United States 
had gone further with its small neighbors than he had 
ever gone with the small neighbors of Germany. He 
decided that he onght to have an American in his 
ministry. 
Thrasymachus: They mentioned Mexico, of course? 
Socrates: Yes. However, what I wanted to say was 
that the people at the agora asked me te express my 
opinion of this sort of thing, and I did so. I said 
that what Mr. Hard had written was sophistry. That 
is, while he had pointed out similarity in occasional 
acts of the German and American governments, he had 
not pointed out the entire dissimilarity in motives 
behind those acts, which make the difference. Thus, 
what we have done in Cuba is perhaps as fine a part 
as any country has ever played in its relation to 
another. We have made Cuba free, as we mean to 
make the Philippines free. Our attitude toward the 
West Indies has been that of a parent toward chil- 
dren. We have never interfered with self-government 
in Cuba or Santo Domingo. We have only required 
of them stable government as opposed to continuous 
revolution. That is what we have done in Mexico.

the inviolable character of social rules which were 
now seen to differ in various countries, all conspired 
to create a demand for up-to-date instruction which 
should qualify men for life under the new conditions. 
The Sophists arose to meet this demand. * * * Philo- 
logical studies, rhetoric and argumentation by which 
the worse could be made to appear the better reason, 
were their leading interest. * * * They came to be- 
lieve that any proposition could be proved as satis- 
factorily as any other.’’ Thus, a condition remarkably 
like that in the world today produced an entire school 
of thought, and one which left a profound influence 


upon history. 


Those contradictions of which Mr. Hard 


complains always exist, and the favorite contention 
of one of those men, Gorgias, was that nothing is, in- 
asmuch as everything is full of contradictions. The 
sophists were condemned then for being insincere, 
and that charge must lie against sophistry today. 

Mr. Hard merely makes the better cause appear the 
worse. That is all the Sophists did, and they gave to 
our language the word sophistry, which Mr. Webster 
defines as ‘‘specious reasoning, subtly fallacious dis- 
putation, or reasoning sound in appearance only, expe- 


cially when designedly deceptive.’’
